Odd Coincidence of Queen Victoria's 
Sorrows at Christmas Time. 
|} One of the most extraordinary 

Christmas days London ever had was 
that of 1891. The shops had been, as 
| usual, speclally prepared and decorat- 
ed with the object of attracting the 
buyers when suddenly, on Dec. 22, a 
| thick fog came on, Not until the 
evening of Dec. 26 did it lift. This 
particular fog held the record for be- 
ing the heaviest London had known, 
Thirty lives were lost and over 200 
accidents recorded.

England and Scotland had ever expe- 
rienced.

Then on Christ- 
mas day in 1872 the Prinee of Wales, 
who became King Edward VII, was
